Ty the South African war taught us many 
unexpected lessons, the Russo-Japanese 
war will surely be the meana of teaching, us 
some that are still more unlooked for. In 
the former, the effectiveucss of the then 
new quick-fring weapons was for the first 
‘time showa—and in the initial stages of: the 
war, sadly to our cost, a8 at Modder River, 
where the strength of entrenched positions 
against frontal attacks under tho -new con- 
ditions of quick and accurate rife fire was 
demonstrated in a manner which surprised 
even experts. The increased atrength of 
defensive positions was the proaiuent fea- 
* ture under the new conditions; but in, the 
end it was made clear (as Lord Charles 
_. Barusrorn, _judging accurately. of ‘military 
* incties from those of the Navy, predicted) 
“that a purely defensive attitude was. one 
which it wag impossible to maintain for 
any lengthened time. The over cantiousness 
of the Boers in this respect was the causé | 
of its being possible ultimately to etrround 
them at Paarde Kraal, 
In the Russo-Japanese ‘war what was 


most prominently brought to notice, -at-sea,. 


“was the far-reaching effect. of rapid action. 
‘atthe outset—znd on land, the equally 
_ powerful effects of rapid mobilisation. Tho 
promptness’ with which the Japauese’ struck’ 
at the ouiset ab the Rvesian fleet in Port, 
Arthur-gave-them aw advantage which, ih- 
fluenced the whole of the subsequent’ cam- 
j paign, and the lesson ‘thus tanght is one of 
vital importazice’ to a nation like Great 
Britain; —which—-deperids_absolutely. upon 
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| maintaining the command of the ser. Once 
war is declured, there ean be no hesitation 
without the greatest. danger, and prompt- 
ness of action ut the outset may mean 
vic'ory iz the cnd, while the slightest hesi- 
tation inay equally mein defeat. Unluckily 
hesitation ia just the weak point of British 
doings.
